SUBJECT: REPORT ON ADVANCE TRIP; MATERIALS TESTING EQUIPMENT TSS, 
APRIL 19-25, 1978 

1 . ON MARCH 6, ADVANCE OFFICER FRISBY AND FSL KANCIALA MET 
WIT THE SECRETARY GENERAL OF THE POLISH CHANBER OF FOREIGN 
TRADE, WITOLD SKRABALAK, AND THE CHAMBER'S U.S. DESK OF- 
FICER MICHAL BUKOWSKI. THE CHAMBER AGREED TO CO-SPONSOR 
THIS TSS AND WILL PROVIDE THE CO-CHAIRMAN (TO BE NAMED 
LATER). BASED IN THIS MEETING, WE ESTMATE AN ATTENDANCE
